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DETAILED ACTION 
Application Status 

1 . In response to the previous Office action (Notice to Comply, Paper No. 14), Applicants 
filed a response on July 22, 2002 (Paper No. 15) that included a new sequence listing in 
computer readable form and paper copy. Said sequence listing has been entered. 

Compliance with the Sequence Rules 

2. The specification is replete with SEQ ID NOs that have not been amended to match the 
new SEQ ID NOs in the amended sequence listing filed July 22, 2002. For example, on page 4, 
lines 24-25, sequences are referred to by SEQ ID NO:3b or 1 lb, which no longer have basis in 
the sequence listing as amended. More importantly, Claims 4-6 and 9-11 cite these confusing 
SEQ ID NOs. The claims must appropriately recite SEQ ID NOs prior to any consideration of 
the claims. 

Conclusion 

3. In response to this Office action, Applicants must amend the specification, including the 
claims, to cite appropriate SEQ ED NOs as amended on July 22, 2002.
